London, May 29.—The Verdun region 
and southern Tyrol coniinue the the- 
aters where the most sanguinary bat- 
tiles are taking place. While-the Ital- 
jians are holding back the Austrians 
from further advances and inflicting 
heavy losses on them in counter at- 
tacks {in Tyrol, their German allies 
have been able to make another gain 
in the capture of about three hundred 
meters of French trenches northwest 
of the village of Cumieres on the left 
bank of the Meuse near Verdun. 

‘Fighting of great intensity has been 
in progress around Hill 304 and be- 
tween Le Mort Homme and Cumieres, 
but except near Cumieres all the Ger- 
mans’ vicious onslaughts were set at 
naught-by the vigorous counter of- 
fensives of the French.

Rome, May 29.—(Via Paris.)—The 
official statement issued by the war 
office tonight indicates that the des- 
perate efforts of the Austrians to force 
an advance have been checked by the 


stubborn. resistance of the Italian 
troops, who have repulsed the enemy 
forces at all points except one, the 
battle being still undecided only around 
the Asiago basin. 

‘The minister of war has made a 
detailed report Sn the military situa- 
tion in the council of ministers, sup- 
porting the opinion of the command 
_ that the present state of affairs need 
cause no anxiety. 

It is said that the socialist leader, 
Deputy Bissolati, who is serving as a 
sergeant of the Alpines, and who re- 
cently came to Rome to confer at 
length with the members of the gov- 
ernment, has left for Paris on a specia) 

ission, the nature of which is not 

sclosed. 

The text of the official communica- 
tion follows: 

‘In the Lagarina valley Sunday night 
and Monday morning the enemy renew- 
ed his stubborn, sanguinary attacks 
agai our positions between the 
Adog and Val d’Arsa. The attacks 
were always broken by the firm resist- 
ance of our troops. In the Posina- 
Astico sector the intense artillery due) 
continued yesterday. A large force of 
the enemy in the prternoon attacked a 
part of our position south of the Posina 
torrent, but after a determined strug- 
gle it was repulsed with considerable 
losses. .

1.10 sacks; meal 52.6 pounds against 
32.3; potatoes 4.8 pecKs against 3.8; 
sugar 14.5 pounds against 14.7. 


2,166 Casualties Caused

London, May 29.—In the attacks on 
the British Isles from sea and air dur- 
ing the war 2,166 persons have been 
killed or wounded. The number of 
deaths is 550.

Chief counsel for the defense, Judge 
John K. Hines, jumped to his feet to 
protest. Judge Ben Hill rapped upon 
the bar, and Solicitor Dorsey remon- 
strated with the mother.

It will be charged by the prosecu- 
tion that Victor Innes went under the 
assumed name of “M. M. Cavanaugh” 
to hide his true identity in western 
cities.

“On April 26,” she testified, “in 1914

Mrs. Nelms was asked if she could 
recognize the handwriting of Victor 
Innes. She was not clear on the sub- 
ject. She stated, however, that they 
were signed by the name of Victor 
Innes. 

“Was there ever anything said in 
these letters about marriage?” asked 
Mr. Dorsey, when the protest of the de- 
fense was overruled. 

“Indeed there was,” the 
mother.

Hines, Judge John 8. Candler, C. L. Pet- 
tigrew and Asa W. Candler, men who 
have long distinguished themselves at 
the Atlanta bar. 

The main fight at time of adjourn- 
ment was being waged over the ques- 
tion of admitting murder evidence. The 
defense is bent upon excluding all evi- 
dence pertaining to the alleged death 
of the Nelms sisters’in the bungalow at 
120 Wilkins avenue, San Antonio.

“We hope to prove that murder was

Judge Hill’s question fol- 
lowed a protest from the defense 
against the presentation of murder tes- 
timony, based on the ground that the 
Innesses had already been tried for and 
acquitted of the murder charge. 

On account of the large number of 
witnesses brought from distant points, 
euch as Texas, Oregon and Montana, 
Mr. Dorsey asked permission of the 
court to establish the last links of his 
case first. This was done in order to 
relieve the state of the expense of 
keeping witnesses in the city any long- 
er than necessary. 

In attempting to do so, W. B. Mitch- 
ell, of Portland, Oregon, formerly an 
Atlanta man and an acquaintance of 
the Nelms family, who helped carry 
on the search made in Oregon for the 
daughters, and whose testimony was 
expected to supply one of the closing 
links to the state’s chain, was put upon 
the stand. 

He testified that on August 14, 1914, 
he was in Deer Horn, Oregon in Lane 
county, and that he went with Sheriff 
Fred Watts and a deputy sheriff to 
the farm of Victor Innes near Eugene, 
Oregon, in the same county, to arrest 
the Inneses on the telegram from San 
Antonio.

A glimpse into the courtroom where 
Victor Innes and his wife are prin- 
cipals in what will go down into his- 
tory as one of Georgia's most brilliant 
and bitterest-fought criminal] trials 
would lead one to believe that Innes is 
not the prisoner, but a member of the 
consulting counsel grouped around the 
defense’s table. He resembles the pro- 
gressive type of modern lawyer. He 
is keen, alert, attentive to every de- 
tail of the court’s procedure. 

Judge John 8S. Candler and Judge J. 
K. Hines, leaders in his defense, con- 
sult him almost as frequently as they 
talk matters over with one another. 

While the jury was being chosen 
he studied intently the face of each 
eligible. While his lawyers, no doubt, 
had material data to guide them in 
their choice of the dozen men who are 
to shape their client's fate, Innes had 
only his Knowledge of human charac- 
teristics. 

Prefers Older Men. 


He preferred the older men—some of 
them 50 and more—men who had lived 
the most of life, who had seen suffer- 
ing and who had arrived at sound and 
liberal judgment. 

There was a number of youthful men 
on the list of talesmen. Some were 
young fellows with the sympathies and 
impulses of youth plainly stamped in 
their faces. But to each of these In- 
nes entered objection. 

They were men who could be swayed 
by oratory, touched by sentiment. It 
was plain that Innes chose the stabil- 
ity of years to pass on his fate. 

Innes now shows all of his 50 years. 
The top of his head is sprinkled with 
profuse gray. But his eyes still pre- 
serve the indefinable look of youth. 
They are almost boyish at times, espe- 
cially when his face is illumined with 
good humor—which is not infrequently. 

He had a radiant smile when a ju- 
ror, being challenged, was asked by 
Solicitor Dorsey: 

“Have you any bias or prejudices for 
Or against the prisoner at the bar?’ 

The juror replied: 

“Yes—I’m against him.” 

Hold a Mystic Glow. 

The deep, dark pools of the man’s! 
eyes hold a mystic glow. He fixes 
them steadfastly upon his listeners. He 
has evidently made a long practice of/{ 
this. His lashes never waver when he 
looks into the eyes of a listener. 

He is a fluent talker. His voice is| 
mellow, and seldom rises above an 
even, modulated tone—even in intense 
moments when his eyes flash. 

His hearing is growing feeble with 
age. He leans across the table and 
cups a hand to his ear to catch the 
words of his lawyers. In silent mo- 
ments he sits with arms folded, gaze 
fixed upon the table at which sit the 
lawyers for the state. 

Mrs. Innes is a shy, shrinking little 
woman, apparently wrapped up in her 
husband. 

I have seen her shed unrestrained 
tears in fancying herself and husband 
free and back home on the Oregon farm 
with the little ones who are too young 
to understand what it’s all about. 

she is a fragile woman, slenderly 
built. She is timid, and has a growing 
cough that is developing into tubercu- 
losis, her physicians say. 

She was attired Monday in a dark 
brown dress with but a single touch 
of white, and that at the breast and 
collar. She wears a black hat. A black 
veil, of double breadth, dotted with 
heavy spots, almost hides her face. It 
has never been lifted since she en- 
tered the courtroom.

She is the most confident person in 
the courtroom that her brother and his 
wife will soon be free.

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COLONEL'S BOOM 
GETS 10 GHICA 


Republican Roosevelt Head- 
quarters Opened — Hitch- 
cock Plans to Get Hughes 
Presented as First Candi- 
date. 


Chicago, May 29.—Republican Roose- 
velt headquarters were opened here to- 
day by Herbert L. Satterlee and Law- 
rence Graham, of New York, and active 
work getting delegate votes for the 
candidate begun. The -headquarters 
were opened several hours before Colo- 
nel Roosevelt arrived here en route 
to Kansas City, where he is to deliver 
an address tomorrow. 

George von lL. Meyer, former secre- 
tarv of the navy, is expected in Chicago 
tomorrow to assume charge of the pre- 
convention campaign for Roosevelt. 

Indications are that the plan of 
Frank H. Hitchcock to have the name 
of Charles E. Hughes presented to the 
republican national committeemen as 
the first candidate may result in an 
interesting fight between the Root, 
hRioosevelt and Hughes forces. Hitch- 
cock’s arrangement is that when the 
roll of states is called in alphabetical 
order to make nominations for presi- 
dent to have Alabama, the first on the 
list, vield in favor of New York so 
that Hughes may have the advantage 
of having his name presented. first. 
When friends of former Senator Root 
and Mr. Roosevelt learned of. this plan 
they declared they would attempt to 
get recognition from the chairman to 
present the name of their candidate 
before that of Justice Hughes. They 
said that the chairman of the conven- 
tion would be obliged to settle the dis- 
pute at the time it arises. 

Anti-Suffrage Women.

LOST—ONE NOTE 
FROM GARRANZA 


“First Chief’s” Messenger 
Reaches Washington, But 
Says He Has No Note. 
United States Officials Are 
Mystified. 


Washington, May 29.—State depart- 
ment officials were somewhat mysti- 
fied today over the failure of the new 
note from General Carranza to reach 
the department or the Mexican embas- 
sy. The department’s advices indicat- 
ed that it was to be expected yesterday. 

Manuel Men@ez, the foreign office 
attache from Mexico City, who was sup- 
posed to be acting as special messen- 
ger, arrived here today, but declared he 
had no knowledge of the note what- 
ever, and merely had come to Wash- 
ington on a vacation. Eliseo Arredon- 
do, the Mexican ambassador designate, 
with whom Mendez conferred, said that 
none of his messages from the foreign 
office contained any mention of a new 
note. 

Word that the note was coming and 
that it probably would renew the sug- 
gestion that American troops be with- 
drawn from Mexico reached the depart- 
ment last week. Later dispatches from 
Mexico City said the Carranza govern- 
ment was taking precautions to guard 
against premature publication of the 
note, and that nothing concerning its 
contents would be revealed until it had 
been presented in Washington. De fac- 
to government officials were quoted as 
saying they expected it to be handed 
to Secretary Lansing today. 


Mr. Arredondo made no appointment. 


at the state department today, and as 
tomorrow is a holiday it is certain the 
note will not be presented until Wed- 
nesday, should it arrive tonight or to- 
morrow. 

Protest of American Oil Men. 

The protest of 84 American oil op- 
erators in the Tampico region against 
decrees of the de facto government af- 
fecting their work is still awaiting con- 
sideration at the state department.

San Antonio, Texas, May 29.—Reports 
regarding the concentration of Mexi- 
can troops in the vicinity of Chihuahua 
were transmitted to army headquarters 
here today by General Bell at El Paso. 
It is indicated that the force was seen 
in the territory numbers approximately 
20,000 men. 

Authorization was given by the war 
department today for the recruiting of 
the units of the Texas militia, now in 
the federal service, to war strength. 
Recruiting offices will be opened 
throughout the state and, it is antici- 
pated, approximately 1,500 men will be 
added to the number now available for 
the border patrol duty.

NEGRO SHOOTS WIFE 
AND BROTHER-IN-LAW 


Deeds Committed on Return 
From Sunday Booze- 
Selling Tour. 


Sandersville, Ga., May 29.—(Special.) 
Julius Madison, a negro, shot his wife 
and brother-in-law about midnight 
Sunday and”“both victims are expected 
to die. Madison, who nas a bad char- 
acter, returned to his home late Sin- 
day night with a quantity of whisky 
that he is supposed to have had left 
over from his Sunday sales, which was 
later discovered and confiscated. 

Upon entering his aome, he began to 
abuse his wife and finally began beat- 
ing her with a board. Her cries for 
he'p attracted her brother, who was a 
few doors away. he rushed to the 
tcene and asked Madis 1 to desist from 
beating his sister; the latter replied 
with a bul'et in the :,outh and in- 
other through the lungs and Dave 
Jones fell to the fioor mortally 
wounded. His wife then attempted to 
stop the enraged black and clung to 
him desperately, but he gave her % 
quick shove and sent a bullet crashing 
through her body, an inch above the 
heart. Physicians state neither has 
much chance of recovery. 

Immediately after the shooting Mad- 
ison coolly changed his clothes and 
donned his overalls and fled from the 
scene. Local police officers and the 
deputy sheriff were soon at the scene 
of the shooting and the city physician 
was summoned and pronounced both 
victims as serious. A posse was formed 
and the surrounding section was care- 
fully combed for Madison. A returning 
automobile from Davisboro at 4 o’clock 
this morning met a negro bareheaded 
three miles from Sandersville and the 
matter was reported to Deputy Sheriff 
Ben A. English. He arose and with a 
posse of three left the city and stopped 
at a negro house about four miles from 
the scene of the shooting. The house 
was surrounded and Deputy English 
entered and found Madison sound 
asleep. He was ordered to rise and 
dress and accompany the officers back 
to the county jail to await the proba- 
ble charge of murder. 

The officers found six gallons of 
whisky and over a hundred bottles of 
beer. This was destroyed on the spot, 
except a sufficient amount for evi- 
dence.

Moreland avenue school for the addi- 
tion of two rooms, $1,250; for salaries 
for grammar schoo! teachers, $1,320 ad- 
ditional. The committee took from the 
budget for schools the sum of $100 
asked for by the school board to be 
used as street car transportation. 

The apportionment or the Milton 
avenue school was vigorously urged 
by Alderman McDonald, who told the 
committee that the improvements for 
this school were absolutely needed be- 
cause of the condition of the present 
building. 

No Reference to Crematory. 

During the entire course of the com- 
mittee meetings no reference has ever 
been made to the consent judgment 
against the city for $190,000 in the 
crematory case. It was the sense of 
the committee at one of its first meet- 
ings that the $135,000 now in hand 
as the balance on the contract with 
the Destructor company should not be 
touched, but should be left to be used 
as part payment'of the judgment. 

This sum is provided for in the ap- 
portionment for the sanitary depart- 
ment. The apportionment for this de- 
partment of the city in the June sheet 
amounts to $445,494.08, which includes 
the balance of $135,000 on the crema- 
tory contract. This item in the sheet 
wags not touched by the committee, and 
it was generally understood, though 
the question was never brought up for 
a vote, that the crematory case would 
be settled by the payment of the re- 
mainder of the contract and by allow- 
ing balance due on the judgment, $55,- 
900, to go over until next year. 

Following the meeting Councilman 
Edward Inman, chairman of the com- 
mittee, paid the mayor,a visit. 

“Are you going to sign that sheet?” 
he was asked by the mayor. 

“T am not,” was the reply. “I leave 
town tomorrow for a stay of two weeks 
and don’t expect to be here when it 
comes before council for action.” 

“Then,” said the mayor, “you will be 
back in time for the fight over my 
veto.” 

Did Not Sign Sheet. 

Councilman Inman Gid not sign the 
sheet passed by council in January. 
This is thought to be the only time in 
the history of the city that the chair- 
man of the finance committee refused 
to sign either of the apportionment 
sheets during the year. 

Mayor Woodward predicted after the 
meeting that the city would be in one 
of the worst financial conditions it has 
ever suffered if council persists in its 
present course.

BLOODY CHECKS! 
GIVEN GERMANS, 


Paris, May 29.—The official communi- 
cation issued by the war office tonight 
reads: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
enemy directed all day an intense bom- 
bardment with shells of large caliber 
against our first and second lines from 
the Avocourt wood to Cumieres. About 
3 o'clock in the afternoon the Germans 
violently attacked our positions on Hill 
304. Repulsed the first time with con- 
siderable losses, the enemy renewed his 
effort at 5:30 o’clock and sueffered a 
new sanguinary check. Concentrations 
of the enemy reported west of Hill 304 
were taken under the fire of our bat- 
teries and dispersed. 

“Between Le Mort Homme and 
Cumieres a strong enemy attack, de- 
bouching from the Corbeaux wood, was 
broken by our barrier fire, except at one 
point, where the enemy gained a foot- 
ing on a front of about 300 meters in 
one of our advanced trenches northwest 
of Cumieres. 

“On the right bank there was a vio- 
lent artillery action in the regions to 
the east and west of Fort Douaumont. 

“Except for the usual cannonading, 
which was particularly spirited by the 
Apremont forest, there is no event to 
report on the rest of the front.” 

Belgian communication: 

“There was considerable artillery ac- 
tivity on both sides to the north and on 
the center of the front. In retaliation 
for the bombardment of Pervyse and 
Caeskerke our batteries of all calibers 
carried out a destructive fire on the 
German works around Dixmude.” 

The French communication issued in 
the afternoon says: 

“South of Roye, in the region of 
French artillery over- 
whelmed the first line German organi- 
zation. 

“On the left bank of the river 1 
both the French and the Gerken cee 
lery were active last night. 

“Yesterday evening at 7 o'clock a 
German attack advancing from the Cor. 
beaux woods and completely repulsed 
by our curtain of fire and the fire of 
our artillery. A second vigorous at- 
tack delivered at about midnight in 
the same locality also was driven back 

“On the right bank of the river the 
night passed in relative calm except 
in the region of the fort of Vaux. Here 
there was very spirited artillery fight- 
ng. 

“In the Lorraine district we have dis- 
persed a strong German reconnoitering 
party in the forest of Parroy. 

“French pilots yesterday’ delivered 
fifteen attacks upon German  aero- 
planes. Two of the enemy machines 
were brought down. One fell flaming 
on the edge of the Argonne forest near 
Monthers, and the others came down 
in the region of Ami-Fontaine, north of 
Berry-Au-Bac. 

“While one of our pilots was making 
a trial flight he was attacked in the 
region north of the river Aisne by a 
German Fokker. The enemy machine 
fired over a thousand shots” at the 
French aviator. Under this hail of bul- 
lets and in spite of the fact that his 
machine was virtually cut to pieces by 
this fire, the French aviator succeeded 
in getting back to our lines, followed 
by his adversary. Another French ma- 
chine came forward and attacked the 
German. He was shot not more than 
thirty yards distant, and was brought 
to earth at a point near Bourgogne, 
west of Rheims. 

“On the left bank of the River Meuse 
cannon | mounted = on automobiles 
brought down two German air ma- 
chines, the first to the north of Avo- 
court, and the second in the direction 
of Iorges.” 


GERMANS REPORT 
ARTILLERY DUELS. 


Berlin, May 29.—(CVia London.)—Vio- 
lent artillery duels are continuing on 
both banks of the Meuse, on the Ver- 
dun front, the war office announced to- 
day. French troops made two weak 
attacks on Cumieres village, but these 
were easily repulsed. 

The text of today’s army headquar- 
ters statement follows: 

“Western front: Enemy monitors 
which approached the coast were driv- 
en off by our artillery. 

“The aerodrome at Furnes was suc- 
cessfully bombarded by German avia- 
tors. 

“Artillery duels were continued with 
undimished violence on ‘both sides of 
the Meuse. Two weak attacks by the 
French on the village of Cumieres were 
easily repulsed. 

“Eastrn and Balkan fronts: There 
is nothing to report.” 


TURKISH REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


Constantinople, May 20.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—An official statement issued to- 
day reads: 

“Mesopotamian front: 
is unchanged. 

“Caucasus front: On the right wing 
there has been fighting between re- 
connoitering forces. A surprise at- 
tack by an enemy company against 
our advanced posts failed. We took 
some prisoners. In the center there 
has been quiet. On the left wing ‘by 
a counter attack we repulsed the ene- 
my who had occupied a part of our ad- 
vanced positions. We captured a num- 
ber of rifles and pioneer material. 

“A torpedo boat that appeared along 
the coast off Ada was driven off by 
our fire. Two enemy monitors and 
some torpedo boats then bombarded 
wtihout effect our artillery placed in 
this region. When an enemy monitor 
was hit by our counter fire all the 
ships ceased firing and retired. Other- 
wise nothing of importance has 0oc- 
curred.” 


BRITISH GAIN 
IN EAST AFRICA. = 


London, May 29.—German troops in 
East Africa have retreated 20 miles be- 
| fore the victorious advance of the Brit- 
ish, it was announced by the war office 
today .in the following official state- 
ment: 

“Brigadier General Northern, com- 
manding the British forces on the 
northern borders of Rhodesia and Ny- 
asaland, reports that on Thursday he 
advanced 20 miles into German terrt- 
tory on the whole front between 
Lakes Nyasa and Tanganyika. The 
enemy retired from Ipiana, 21 miles 
north of Karonga and Ipamaba, 18 
miles onmrtheast of Fort Hill, toward 
Neu Langonberg.

An- 
other column moved down the Pan- 
gani river by way of Marago Opuni, 18 
miles northwest of Sara.”’ 


GERMANS SHELL 


BRIFISH FRONT. 


London, May 30.—The following of- 
ficial communication was issued at 
midnight Monday: 

“During the past 24 hours the enemy 
artillery hag been very active on cer- 
tain portions of our front, particularly 
between La Bassee canal and Arras. 
The enemy bombarded our front and 
support lines in the neighborhood of 
Loos. The bombardment was particu- 
larly heavy in the a morning and 
continued intermittently throughout 
the day on all tactical points in this 
locality. The town and neighborhood 
of Arras, and as far as Neuville-St. 
Vaast, also were the scenes of inter- 
mittent and heavy concentrated bom- 
bardments. We replied effectively in 
some cases silencing hostile batteries. 

“In the region of Loos mines were 
sprung by the enemy, but without dam- 
aging our defenses. On our right the 
re-entrant in our line about ametz 
and Fricourt has been the scene of 
some artillery activity, but not of a 
serious nature. On the left our front 
from Zillebeke to Hooge and the vicin- 
ity of Elverdinghe has been heavily 
shelled. North of Hooge our artillery 
breached a hostile parapet, destroying 
a machine gun emplacement. Our guns 
caused considerable damage to the ene- 
my at various points, in addition to 
engaging hostile batteries. 

“There has been no infantry action 
during the last 24 hours. The fine 
sunny weather has been suitable for 
aerial work, and much successful work 
has been accomplished by us. Few 
German aeroplanes were seen.” 


TURKS PRESSED 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, May 29.—(Via London.)— 
The official communication § issued 
from general headquarters today 
reads: 

“East of Riga, in the Kurtenhof re- 
gion, the enemy artillery repeatedly 
bombarded the railway. The aerial 
squadron bombarded the enemy elec- 
tric station at Komay, northwest of 


Lake Narocz. 

“Caucasus front: The fighting in 
the Rivandouza region continues. 
Kurds, who attempted to attack our 
convoys, were dispersed in a successful 
action by our troops, notablya detach- 
ment of forty-four Cossacks, who sur- 

rised a Kurdish bivouac near the vil- 
age of Zova and surrounded and kill- 
ed 150 Kurbs, including a Mollah, 
safely rejoinin their regiment with 
the loss of only two killed and one 
missing.’’ 


WILL FILE SUIT 
AGAINST CLAIMANT 
OF NOTED FORMULA 


The announcement of the Augusta 
Coca company, of Aonia, Ga., claiming 
to be “owners of the original coca-cola 
formula,” to the effect that the for- 
mula will be placed on sale “on or 
about August 1, and sold discriminately 
to the jobibers, bottlers and druggists 
throughout the country,” was yester- 
day ‘branded “a fake, pure and simple,” 
by Harold Hirsch, of Candler, Thomson 
& Hirsch, counsel for the Coca-Cola 
Company of Atlanta. 

‘Such an advertisement is 
ly a fake,” said Mr. Hirsch. “It is un- 
warranted, and with no authority 
whatever, and the Coca-Cola company 
will immediately bring suit against its 
author, Some time ago I saw a sim- 
ilar advertisement in a small paper, 
and I immediately notified those people 
that if they repeated the offense they 
would be sued. Now I am going to 
make my word good, and will file suit 
immediately.” 

Mr. Hirsch gays that two or three 
years ago the head of the Augusta 
Coca company bought from a man 
what purported to be the original coca- 
cola formula, but which was not what 
it purported to be. Therefore, said the 
attorney, the Augusta firm is advertis- 
ing for sale something which is not 
genuine, 


NEGRO IS RECAPTURED. 


Prisoner Who Jumped From 
Window Found in Gainesville. 


Russell Rich, the negro who made his 
escape from city detectives by jumping 
from a third story window onto a 
nearby roof, over four months ago, 
was recaptured Sunday afternoon in 
Gainesville and returned to the police 
station by Detectives Starnes and Wag- 
goner ney Monday morning. 

Rich, who was accused of highway 
robbery and larceny, was left in a room 
alone, handcuffed to the chair in which 
he was sitting. After breaking the 
arm from the chair, the negro took that 
part of it with the handcuffs and leaped 
from roof to roof until gaining the 
ground. 

Detective Sergeant Waggoner and 
Starnes went to Gainesville Sunday aft- 
ernoon in an automobile, returning 
with the negro shortly after 2 o’clock 
Monday morning. 


MISS HOOVER MURDERED 
IS THEORY OF FAMILY 


Mr. and Mrs. B. M. Hoover, 140-A 
Luckie street, parents of Miss Blanche 
Marie Hoover, the young girl said to 
have committed suicide in Los Angeles, 
Cal., several days ago, directed Monday 
that the body of the young girl, thought 
to be their daughter, ‘be shipped to At- 
lanta Tuesday and that a thorough in- 
vestigation of her death be made by 
police officials of that city. 

The theory of parents and friends is 
that the girl did not commit suicide, 
but was murdered. That theory 1s 
based on dispatches from the chief of 
police of Los Angeles to the effect that 
the young girl was said to have been 
harassed by alleged white slave agents 
who were said to have found that she 
was in straightened financial circum- 
stances. 

The body is expected to arrive in At- 
lanta next Saturday. In the meantime 
the parents state that they are watch- 
ing for a farewell letter. If one comes 
then, they state, they will believe she 
committed suicide. 


COURT ACCEPTS AUGUSTA 
FIRE LOSS SETTLEMENT 


A final settlement, on the basis of 
$11,400, of the fire loss of the Empire 
Lift Insurance company in the late Au- 
gusta fire, was approved by Superior 
Court Judge W. D. Ellis yesterday, and 
State Insurance Commissioner W. A. 
Wright, who has charge of the com- 
pany, will be instructed to accept the 
settlement. 

The amount agreed upon which rep- 
resents the claims on four insurance 
companies, had been fixed by the South- 
ern Adjustment bureau for damage suf- 
fered by the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany.

Not to Take Pullman. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 29.—Mrs. Rob- 
ert B. Moton, wife of the new presi- 
dent of the Tuskegee institute, was 
ejected from a Pullman car at Troy, 
while en route back to Hampton, Va. 
Mrs. Moton was accompanied by Blan- 
ton Moton, brother of Major Moton. The 
couple secured Pullman berths in 
Montgomery, it is said, and between 
Montgomery and Troy, Ala., the white 
passengers made objections and an of- 
ficer was called when the train stopped 
at Troy. It was held while the couple 
were moved forward to the regular 
negro car to the front of the train, and 
the rest of the night was spent in that 
coach. 

Major Moton stated today that he 
had not heard from his brother or from 
his wife, other than to receive a tele- 
gram which stated they had arrived in 
Savannah. He stated that he specifi- 
cally advised against trying to travel 
in a Pullman, but he presumed, if the 
Troy report is true, that some one else 
had advised differently when thev 
reached Montgomery. He said his wife 
had visited this section once before, 
some five years ago, but had come 
through on a special car and had re- 
turned the same way. She came to 
Tuskegee last week on a special car 
from Hampton. 

Major Moton stated that he was ab- 
solutely regardful of southern opinion, 
inasmuch as he was born in the south 
and has lived, worked and traveled all 
ever the south and has never sought tv 
override southern public opinion in the 
matter of racial relationship.

PROPERTY OWNERS 
THREATEN TO SUE 


New Assessment on Grant 
Street Paving Meets With 
Protest by Citizens. 


After a meeiing in the city attorney's 
office yesterday afternoon, property 
owners along Grant street, from Glenn- 
wood to Georgia avenues, announced 
that they had decided to appear before 
the street committee of council at its 
next meeting Friday afternoon and re- 
quest that the original estimate of 
2.64 per square yard be approved by 
council for payment by them.

front foot, they claim. 

About fifteen property owners along 
the street were present at the meeting. 
Paul Etheridge was also present as the 
representative of the claimants, thoug!: 
he has not been regularly employed by 
them, it was stated. 

The time for the payment of the as- 
sessment bills was up last Saturday 
and the contractors, Jamieson & Hol- 
lowell, may at any time issue fi. fas. 
against the property and thus get pay 
ment of the amounts due them. 

Councilman Fred Woodall, as one of 
the property owners in the contrever.- 
sy. appeared at the meeting. He said 
afterwards, “The . property owners 
along this street are only asking what 
they consider fair under the circum- 
stances. They did not seek the secona 
contract made by the city with the con- 
tractors and calling for the payment of 
$2.27 per front foot. They will be will- 
ing to pay the assessments if the oriei- 
nal contract of $2.64 ner square yard 
is adopted as a basis of payment. 

“The original assessment roll called 
for this amount and the present charge 
under the second contract is about 
$2.95 per square yard. This increase 
is not fair to the property owners. The: 
can certainly not be biamed for the 
delay due to the controversy between 
the city and the railway company over 
the question of laying concrete founda- 
tions under the car tracks.”

FOR A REIGN OF LAW. 
Opposition to the dipping of cattle 
against the spread of the cattle tick, in 
some parts of southern Georgia “and south- 
ern Alabama, is simply another manifesta- 
tion of the spirit that crops out now and 
then of ignoring altogether a law that does 
not accord with one’s notions of things. 
| If there ever was a good law enacted, 
and one that promised substantial returns 
in dollars and cents to the community, it is 
that which is gradually ridding the country 
of the cattle tick or Texas fever, and mak- 
ing possible an industry which hag hereto- 
fore only limped along, The work already 
done in Georgia in tis direction the past 
five years has brodght unprecedented de- 
cattle industry in this 
state; onc ntirely cleared of the tick, 
there is no reason why Georgia should not 
take front rank in the growth of the cattle 
industry in this section. 

And yet, as strange as it may seem, 
there are men who not only refuse outright 
to permit the dipping ef their own cattle, 
but who say their neighbors shall not dip 
theirs; who, in the prosecution of their 
threats, have even gone to the extent of 
dynamiting neighboring vats. 

This attitude and action are on a par 

with the situation in Girard, Ala., where 
men have sought to defy the prohibition 
laws of two states, openly and flagrantly. 
They are significant of the same spirit that 
manifests itself in the mob that takes a 
prisoner from the law and hangs him to a

THE W.& A. COUNTIES. 


Strong representation on behalf of the 
counties through which the Western and 
Atlantic railroad operates, in the matter of 
taxes for the support of county institu- 
tions, is made in a statement published to- 
day from C. C. Pittman, a well-known law- 
yer of Cartersville. 

This is an interesting and important 
problem in connection with the future of 
the property which the state commission 
must carefully think about. 

It is generally agreed that the state 
must not and will not sell the Western and 
Atlantic railroad; and it is gratifying to 
note that even the committee from. these 
counties of which Mr. Pittman was a mem- 
ber, appearing before the commission, did 
not demand the sale of the property, not- 
withstanding the feeling that has long ex- 
isted as a result of the fact that these 
counties have had no institutional support 
form it. 

Courts, legal processes, juries and other 
public institutions constitute a direct ex- 
pense upon the county. The Western and 


; Atlantic railroad is concerned, directly or 


indirectly, in a very large part of the litiga- 
tion that is brought in the courts of these 
counties, and yet it has never paid a penny 
of taxes toward their support, as does every 
privately owned railroad in every county in 
the state through which it operates. It has 
paid nothing toward the support of schools, 
for road building nor any other institutions 
of the county used either by it or its em- 
ployees, and for the support of which the 
county depends upon taxes from this as 
well as other classes of property. 

But it is the question of the support of 
the courts that stands out most strongly in 
the minds of the citizens of these counties, 
because the courts are frequently directly 
employed in the service of the road and its 
lessees. And upon these few counties is 
put the whole burden of maintaining courts 
for its benefit. 

The state commission, appointed under 
legislative authority will, in accordance 
with the wishes of the people, make the 
best possible terms in a new lease of the 
property that can be secured; and for such 
a term of years as is believed to be to 
Georgia’s best interests. 

But in making this disposition of it, the 
commission will undoubtedly bear in mind 
the interests of the counties through which 
the road operates, and go as far as is pos- 
sible in ameliorating and remedying the 
conditions of which they complain. 


THE BEST ADVERTISEMENT. 


In questioning the effectiveness of an 
industrial commission to advertise Chicago 
by calling attention to its advantages as a 
summer resort and a commercial center, 
The Chicago Herald said the other day: 


There is an even better way for the 
mayor to advertise Chicago. A _ thor- 
oughly efficient municipal government 
would be the best advertisement Chicago 
could have. 


The Herald’s remark peculiarly fits the 
situation in Atlanta. We have plenty of 
activity through the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce and other well-known civic or- 
ganizations for advertising this city as an 
interesting visiting place from climatic and 
other standpoints, as well as a center of 
commercial activity. That phase of the sit- 
uation will be abundantly taken care of. 

But what Atlanta is more interested in 
just now is a system of government which, 
through its economy, thoroughness and effi- 
ciency, will give the city abroad the stand- 
ing and reputation in which it is sadly lack- 
ing, as indicated by recent experiences 
illustrating its weakness. 

The Chicago Herald tells that city’s 
mayor that the best way for a public servant 
to advertise his city is to discharge his 
duties efficiently. The Constitution draws 
no parallel as to individuals; but it repeats, 
as it has said on numerous occasions, that 
Atlanta’s municipal system is bad, and a bad 
system is a poor advertisement for any com- 
munity. 

The best advertisement Atlanta could 
have today would be the assurance, given 
through its council, of an immediate change 


in the city’s governmental plan that would | 


make for better institutions and more effi- 
cient service in its municipal departments.

State Road Counties 
Want Railroad Tax 
Like Other Counties 


Editor Constitution: On Thursday, the 


18th instant, as a representative of the 
chamber of commerce of Cartersville, we 
appeared before the Western and Atlantic 
leasing commission in Atlanta to set forth 
the rights of Bartow county and of other 
counties along the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. There were present splendid dele- 
gations from Fulton, Cobb, Bartow and Ca- 
toosa counties, and the united pleas made 
by these was for a long lease of the State 
road, subject to taxation by the counties 
and municipalities through which the road 
passes. Such a plan will give us some re- 
lief, but it does not encourage the estab- 
lishment of factories in the towns along 
the Western and Atlantic, and it does not 
advertise the undeveloped country and in- 
dustries within the road’s territory. 

We found among,these representatives, a 
strong sentiment for the sale of the road, 
provided the funds obtained therefrom can 
be invested and increasingly conserved to 
the state for future years. The delega- 
tion from Cobb county led by Representative 
Fred Morris, seemed united in this idea: 
“Sell it and get out of the railroad business, 
as have all other states.” 

it was our privilege to hear the proposi- 
tion of J. A. J. Henderson for extending the 
State road to the sea, which was briefly 
as follows: “The state issue me and mine 
$10,vvU,0U0 in 4146 per cent bonds and 1 will 
build it. a railroad from Atlanta to St. 
Marys, giving good and sufficient bond to 
insure its completion, and 1 will then lease 
this road at $700,000 per year, until the 
‘building bonds’ are paid.” 

As we sat listening to this “fairy finan- 
cial tale,” we thought of experiences in our 
boyhood years, when we bought “something 
for nothing” and how very much those 
“somethings” amounted to “nothings” in the 
end. 

Mr. Henderson informs us that his Ocilla 
Southern is 105 miles long, and that it would 
form a link in the new Western and Atlanta 
chain from Atlanta to the sea. He alsv 
adinits that he wants to sell his road to the 
State, but explained this self-seeking propo- 
Sition upon che idea that the “state would 
get value received.” 1 never knew a gypsy 
to sell the blindest-staggering mule witnout 
udvancing the idea, “He is worth the money.” 

The OUcilla Southern is a thirau-rate road, 
anu doubdticss in debt; theretore when it 
gambles with this state, it has everything 
tO Baln anu we have everything to lose; anu 
yet the Western and Atlanta commissiou and 
some of our hewspapers give attentive ears 
(Oo the “Henderson Plan.” 

Suppose he gets 910,000,000 in Georgia 
bonds, suppose he sells us the Ocilla Svuin- 
ern, SUppuse he builds our road to the sea, 
anu then suppuse he suddenly decides not to 
Operate it at $700,0UU0 per year, Georgia, 316,- 
vv0,U0U0 in debt, will have a “nakea” rail- 
road, extending from Chattanooga to St. 
Marys. It wilt take $1,500,000 to dress her 


‘up in engines, cars, wreckers, ditchers, etc., 


then Georgia will be $15,vv0U,000 in deévt and 
have a railroad all “dresseu up,’ but “no- 
Where to go’ and nothing to carry. 

We do not blame Mr. Henderson for want- 
ing to sell his road. We do not censure 
any man for promoting his own interest. It 
is an inherent nature of us all. But God 
pity the man and pity the state, whuse eyes 
are so blind as not to see, and whose ears 
are so deai as not to hear, the examples 
and the warnings that arise, like Banquo’s 
ghost, from the preserved history of the 
past. Did not Missvuuri lose $22,604,000; did 
not Pennsylvania lose $20,000,000 and did not 
North Carolina lose $6,000,000 on their roads 
before they were persuaded to sell them” 

The possibilities of this state being “pick- 
ed-up” wy just such ideas as the one men- 
tioned above is a strong continuous argument 
for the sale of its road. It is a bone of con- 
tention to be, politically, fought over, to be 
selfishly extended, to be _ graftily leased, 
to divide the interest @ our people, and 
finally, we fear, to be corporately ruined, 
and yet sensible men cry: “It is our greatest 
asset; it schools our children, and its sale 
might provide opportunities for graft.” In 
the light of history and experience, these 
are sentimentalistic ideas, devoid of the 
state's best interest and devoid of argumenta- 
tive facts. 

As we argued before the commission, we 
argue here, that it is not right for the six 
counties through which this road passes “‘to 
bear the toils and endure the pains” of taxes, 
necessitated by the operation of the rvad, 
unsupported by a just share from the other 
142 counties of this state.

Would Include Port Rates 
In New State Road Lease 


‘“ditor Constitution: Georgia’s two big- 
gest assets are the Western and Atlantic 
railroad and Fulton county, or Atlanta; for 
Fulton county is practically Atlanta. 

The Western and Atlantic railroad prop- 
erty pays a rental to the state of over $400,- 
000 per annum, Fulton county (or Atlanta) 
pays taxes to the state of about $700,000 per 
annum. 

If any private corporation owned these 
two great properties they would make each 
help the other in its production of revenue. 
Why not the state of Georgia? Georgia 
really has the first claim on both. 

Atlanta pays about 16 per cent of the 
entire state taxes—about one-sixth of the 
whole. 

I have taken the position for years that 
Atlanta does not belong exclusively to the 
parties who hold deeds to property here, but 
that it belongs to the entire state of Geor- 
gia, and that every citizen of Georgia is 
either directly or indirectly benefited by 
the success of Atlanta. 

While Georgians are justly proud of At- 
lanta, and the great majority of her citizens 
are loyal to her and patronize her enter- 
prises quite liberally, it is also true that 
Atlanta is making a liberal percentage of 
her profits through her business relations 
with nearly every other state in this union, 
but she ships a great many goods to for- 
eign countries and governments on which 
she makes profit, and thereby increases her 
taxable values, thus increasing the revenue 
of the state of Georgia and _ indirectly 
benefiting every citizen in our great com- 
monwealth. 

I own property in Atlanta, but I also 
own properties in Troup, Harris and Meri- 
wether counties, which would be benefited 
by port rates to Atlanta, and I would wish 
Atlanta to have deep-water rates, even if ? 
did not have a dollar invested here, for the 
benefit of properties in the other counties. 

Birmingham, Ala., is going to get the bene- 
fit of port rates on account of deep water 
at Cordova, Ala., 33 miles west of Birming- 
ham. Ido not own any property in Birming- 
ham, but I own 4 majority interest in mines 
about 50 miles east of Birmingham, and 
I know the value of this property will be 
enhanced on account of Birmingham getting 
port rates. 

Now, what I wish to suggest is that 
in the new lease of the State road it should 
be emboided and conditioned in the new lease 
—no matter who gets it—that Atlanta is no 
longer to be discriminated against in freight 
rates, but is to have port rates,asitisthe 
terminus of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and the other end of it reaches deep 
water at the Tennessee river, which is nav- 
igable*at Chattanooga. 

Of course, the lower rates of freight given 
Atlanta, the more rapidly and successfully 
will all her enterprises grow, and consequent- 
ly, rapidly increase the amount of taxes she 
would pay to the state, which taxes are used 
for the benefit of every citizen of Georgia. 

I trust not only your paper, but that 
every patriotic newspaper in Georgia will 
realize the justice and practicability of these 
suggestions, and advocate this provision be- 
ing made a condition of the new lease of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad.

Faircloth, of Quitman, will be here, 
and has plans for the interest of the organi- 
zation in the matter of a great campaign for

W. <A. Winburn, of Savannah, is very 
much interested in the proposed campaign 
of the organization for truck farmers and 
will attend the meeting to urge active steps 
along this line at an early date. 

Professor William <A. Shelton, head of the 
school of commerce of the University of 
Georgia, will attend the meeting in the place 
of Harry Hodgson, of Athens. who will be 
unable to attend. Professor Shelton has 
some important matters to present to the 
committee, on behalf of Mr. Hodgson, relate 
ing to the development work in the state.

SIX GEORGIA CONGRESSMEN’S CLAIMS 
WILL SOON BE FILED IN WASHINGTON 


Since the stery in The Constitution of 
Sunday's issue, announcing that the claims 
committee of congress has voted in support 
of the claim of the heirs of John H. Christy, 
as a member of congress from the sixth 
Georgia district who was never allowed to 
take his seat in the national body, those in- 
terested in six other Georgia claims which 
will be filed, believe that they will also be 
granted. 

One of these claims is to be filed by the 
heirs of the late Philip Cook, who was elect- 
ed at the same time as Mr. Christy, from the 
second district. Mr. Cook was the father 
of the present secretary of state. 

Another claim which, it is understood, is 
to be filed will be that of F. H. Cabaniss 
from the fourth district, brother of Henry 
H. Cabaniss, of Atlanta. 

All of the six congressmen whose claims 
are to. be filed were elected at the same 
time as Mr. Christy, that is, November 16, 
1865, to serve terms of two years each from 
the third of the preceding March. 

The results of that election were as fol- 
lows: 

First District—Solomon Cohen. 

Second District—Philip Cook. Mr. Cook 
lived in Americus and was father of Secre- 
tary of State Philip Cook, who, with one 
sister, will be heirs to file the claim. 

Third District—Hugh Buchanan. 


Fourth District—-F. H. Cabaniss, a brother 
of Henry H. Cabaniss, formerly of Atlanta. 

Fifth District—J. D. Mathews. 

Sixth District—John H. Christy. 

Seventh District—William T. Wofford, of 
Cartersville. 

The commissions for these gentlemen 
as members of congress from Georgia were 
issued by Governor Charles J. Jenkins, on 
December 15, 1865. and were certified by N. 
C. Barnett, secretary of state. 

Several of the congressmen-elect had 
previously been officers in the confederaie 
ariny and at least two of them bore the rank 
of General. When they went to Washing- 
ton to take their seats they were contront- 
ed with the fact that congress Ifad not re- 
moved disabilities of former officers in the 
confederate army, and they were refused ad- 
mission to congress, and were allowed no 
pay. Now, under the conclusion reached in 
the case of Christy, a year’s pay and mile- 
age and expenses is to be allowed, and fur- 
ther claims will be filed on the same basis. 

it is found that in the records of certifi- 
cation from Georgia to that congress are also 
the proclamation of election of two senators 
and cOmmissions issued to them by Gov- 
ernor Jenkins. On January 30, 1866, the 
Georgia legislature elected Alexander H. 
Stephens and Herschel V. Johnson senators 
from Georgia to the national congress. They 
were commissioned by Governor Jenkins on 
February 21 and their credentials duly pre- 
sented to congress. No effort was made to 
unseat them.

Believes Railroads Entitled 
To Raise in Rates on Cattle 


Editor Constitution: Much is being said 
and written as to the carriers in Georgia 
threatening dire disaster to the live stock 
industry; it is charged that the lines con- 
template advancing rates both on live stock 
and fresh meat; the live stock people are 
vehement in their charge that the business 
will be stifled if amy increase is granted. 

Every rate published by the roads in 
Geongia or granted by the Georgia commis- 
sion should be on an equitable basis; ship- 
pers of cattle should bear the same burden 
of just and reasonable rates. 

It would be difficult to believe that a 
slight advance in rates on cattle would ma- 
terially affect the raising or shipping of 
same, especially if figures can be produced 
and experiences of the Georgia lines be 
shown to prove that the traffic is unremu- 
nerative even from a rate standpoint, not 
overlooking the frequent damage claims at- 
tendant to the handling of this class of 
traffic.

prove ‘surprising to the average 
in Georgia to know that the 
rate on cattle is based on Class N, Georgia 
commissioners flat scale, no line being al- 
lowed any extra percentage; this is allowed 
in many cases on other commodities. 

Class N flat scale up to fifty miles reads 
as follows:

On cars shipped to intrastate points, mov- 
ing over two lines, the rates are subject to 
a reduction of 10 per cent in every case. 

The territory reached by our line of road, 
the Gainesville and Northwestern, 1s un- 
usually favorable for cattle raising; we 
reach the Blue Ridge mountain territory and 
pass through the rich Nacoochee and Sautee 
valleys; the feeding grounds are unusually 
suited for economic herding and the busi- 
ness is being developed to a marked degree. 


‘This line is encouraging the people in se- 


curing better blooded bulls and even the low 
price being paid for cattle in our territory 
seems to make the business remunerative. 

A good portion of our cars are shipped 
from Cleveland, the county site of White 
county and our revenue based on the scale 
of rates already shown (for 26 miles) nets 
this line $8.10 per car and as the average 
car contains from 35 to 37 head, the aver- 
age revenue is 22 cents for each animal 
transported to Gainesville, Ga. 

If the stock is destined to Atlanta, which 
is the usual destination, Southern railway 
receives $12.60 for handling the car fifty- 
three (53) miles, or an average of 35 cents 
per head or through rate of $20.70 per car or 
67 cents per head from point of origin to

destination; this same scale of rates ap- 
plies on every line within the state. 

Raisers of cattle in our territory are paid 
on an average from 3tec to 4c pound on foot 
for their stock and on this basis, they would 
receive for 37 head approximately $1,110. 

By every law of reason, why are not the 
lines in Georgia entitled to a better scale 
of rates on cattie when I have proven that 
we haul an animal 26 miles for 22 cents and 
the Southern railway for its haul of 53 miles 
obtains 35 cents per head, making the total 
freight charge per head over two lines, for a 
haul of 79 miles 57 cents, while the seller 
receives an average price of $30 for each 
head placed on the Atlanta market.

The lumber 
rates also apply on tan bark, chert, cross- 
ties, clay, brick, sand, stone, ores and phos- 
phate rock, and the risk incurred in handling 
these commodities is infinitisimal as com- 
pared to live stock, . 

The proposed advance on live stock when 
applied to the haul of a car from Cleveland, 
Ga., to Atlanta (distance involved 79 miles) 
is 3 cents per hundred pounds, amounting 
to about 24 cents on an animal weighing 800 
pounds, and no thoughtful man would con- 
tend that this small increase would ‘“‘throt- 
tle’ the live stock industry in Georgia.

Died of Blood Poisoning. 

“Ir. Hill died of blood poisoning, Dr. 
James Gilfillan, of St. Paul, the Hill 
family physician, announced. 

“Mr. Hill had suffered from intes- 
tinal catarrh and hemorrhoids for a 
number ef years,” said Dr. Gilfillan. 
“On May 18 he had a chill. It was fol- 
lowed by a fever, due to infection of 
a hemorrhoid. 

“The fever passed away next morn- 
ing and it appeared the trouble was 
over. Three days later slight fever 
was present and on May 22 Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Mayo saw Mr. Hill. At the 
time there was evidence of infection 
of the skin of the buttock. 

“This infection progressed slowly, 
and Friday Dr. William J. Mayo made a 
small incision in the infected area. 
That night Dr. Herman M. Biggs, an 
old friend of the family, arrived from 
New York and has been at Mr. Hill's 
side constantly. 

“Saturday Drs. William J. and 
Charles H. Mayo returned and opened 
freely the area of infection. From 
this time on the infection spread down 
the right thigh to below the knee, and 
Mr. Hill gradually lost strength. 

‘Game fighter that he was,” said Dr. 
Gilfillan later, “he complained but lit- 
tle during his illness, which was rath- 
er painful. He was conscious most of 
the time.”’ 

Mr. Hill’s last public bequests were 
gifts for the advancement of education 
in which he was deeply interested 
throughout the latter years of his life.

Discovered World’s Bread Basket. 
James J. Hill discovered “the bread 
basket of the world” in the great north- 
west. He led in its development from 
a wilderness into what now comprises 
six wealthy states dotted with 400,000 
farms, and he blazed a trail for trans- 
portation which reached eventually 
from Buffalo to Asia, with a _ total 
mileage of rail and steamship facilities} 
that would nearly girdle the earth. 
That but roughly spans the story of 
his achievement. 

Near Guelph, in Ontario, where James 
J(erome) Hill was born in 1838, the 
son of an Irish-Canadian farmer who 
died when the boy was 15, stands a 
tree stump labeled: “The last’ tree 
chopped by James J. Hill.’’ 

It marked the lad’s resolution to go 
to the United States. He had _. been 
prompted by an odd incident. <Accord- 
ing to the story that is told, a strange 
traveler had stopped at the Hill farm 
to take dinner, and left his horse at the 
gate. Young Hill saw the animal was 
tired and he carried it a pail of water. 
The stranger was pleased with the 
lad’s thoughtfulness and ag he drove 
off he tossed him a newspaper from 
the United States and called out grave- 
lv: “Go there, young man. That coun- 

, needs youngsters of your spirit.” 

Hill read the paper carefully. It 
contained glowing accounts of oppor- 
tunities in the states. He resolved - 
investigate for himself. It was the 
next morning that he chopped his last 
tree and left for the Unitéd States to 
become an “empire builder,” 

AS a mere roustabout lad of 18 he 
toured from Maine to Minnesota. 
When, in 1856, he disembarked from 
a Misisssippi river packet at St. Paul 
that place was a frontier town of 5,000 
inhabitants.

For several years James J. Hill had 
msisted, both to his friends and to the 
public, that he was not actively en- 
gaged in business. 

Just how active he was during the 
last two years of his life can be judged 
by the evidence of his master hand 
in questions affecting the Great 
Northern railroad and the First Na- 
tional bank of St. Paul, and by three 
outstanding accomplishments in which 
his will and genius asserted them- 
selves. 

Irom a world viewpoint it would be 
hard to say whether his staunch sup- 
port of the Belgian people, following 
the invasion of the Germans, or the 
Part played in the negotiations for the 
$500,000,000 loan to the allied govern- 
ments, is the more important.

Dr. Ligon states that he wrote a let- 
ter to Dr, Lee asking more particulars 
so that he might understand the prin- 
ciples advanced by Dr. Lee, but that 
he never received an answer to his let- 
ter. 

The sermon of Dr. Lee appeared in 
The Constitution under date of May 22.

The fight against 
it, began by Senator Kenyon, of Iowa, 
and Senator Sherman, of Illinois, gain- 
ed strength until the final effort to 
displace it with a bill appropriating 
a lump sum of $30,000,000 was defeat- 
ed today by only one vote. 

Nine @emocrat and twenty-three re- 
publican senators voted against the 
bill: They were:

- Republicans—Borah, Brady, Clark of 
Wyoming, Cummins, Curtis, Dilling- 
ham, Fall, Gallinger, Harding, Jones, 
Kenyon, LaFollette, Lippitt, Lodge, 
Norris, Page, Smoot, Sutherland, Town- 
send, Wadsworth, Warren, Weeks and 
Works. 

Senators Tillman of South Carolina 
and Thomas of Colorado, democrats, 
sought to vote against it, but could not 
transfer their pairs, and thus were 
prevented from voting.
